A Bank's Surplus and Undivided Profits Sub-
Ject to the Special Tax.

account of “‘profit and loss,” or "undivided
profits,” it must still be takeninto account in
reckoning the special tax o’ the bank. Eve
actual undivided profits, if they are by form
action of the bank authorities ordered to be em-
ployed in the banking business instead of being
divided among the #tockholders, must be in-
ciuded in e<timating the amount of special tax
which t1e bank is required to pay.

Comm ssioner Wilson has also ruled that a re-
ceipt kiven for payment of storage, alter the
storage has ceascd, i nottaxable as a ware-
house receipt, but that ablll for storage ren-
dered at the time the goods are recelved on
storage or during the continuance of such
storage, requires a 25 centstamp ason ware-
house receipts.

Justioe McLaughlin, with all the other justices
concurring. Justioe Ingraham wrote aseparate
decision for reversal. The opinion of the
court says:

“It cannot be seriously questioned but that
every workman has the right in the first in-
atance to say for whom and with whom he will
work. This right is guaranieed to every person
of legal age and competent to contract under
our laws. An employer has absolutely th» right
to say whom he wili employ and the employee
the right to say by whom he will be em-
ployed and with whom he will work.
The right I8 reciprocal and once that
right is destroyed personal lberty (s de-
stroyed and chaos reigns. And if he
has this right acting in bhis individual capacity,
he does not lose it when acting with others,
clothed with an equal right, so that employers
may continue to say they will not employ per-
sons who are members of labor organiaftions,
and laborers may coutinue to :ay they will not
work for employers who engage any but mem-
bers of labor organizations. Here the question,
{t {8 true, is not between employed and em-
pluyer, but between two rival labor organiza-
tions. But the principle which is sought to be
invoked is the same as that which relates toand
governs the relations between the employed on
the one side and the employer on the other,

“It cannot be questioned but that one may
by lawful means obtain employment elther for
himself or another. He may procure the dis
charge by lawful means of another person In
order that he may obtain employment either
for himself or another. This is all that the
Enterprise Assoclation did. It was seeking to
obtain employment for its own members, and
wherever it found places filled by members of
the plaintiff association it procured their dis-
charge In order that the etnployment might be
given to members of the Enterprise Associa-
tion, and In case that was not done they either
withdrew or threatened to withdraw from the
work."

Justioe Ingraham says: “It is the illegality of
the purpose to be accomplished or of the means
used to accomplish that purpose that makes a
combination illegal. Nor can it be that the faot
that the purpose when accomplished will cause
an Injury makes the action of those engaged
illegal.”

EXPLOSION IN A CEILING SHOWERED
BLAZING 0OIL ON THENM.

Three of the Eight Men Caught Bemeath It
Unrecognizable—In Hospital, bat Will Re-
cover—Thin Sheet Iron Had Made a Drip
Pan for Olls Set Free by the Flames,

Three firemen of Ladder Company 12 were so
badly burned and distigured Ly an explosion of
oll and chemiculs at a fire yesterday afternoon
that battalicn Chief Gooder-on, commander of
their battalion, could not tell them apart lass
night when he went to the New York
Hosyital to see how they were geiting on. The
fire was in a seven-story building, 240 West
Twenty-third street, adjoining the Third Re-
formed Presbyterian Church and enly two
doors west of the big Hotel Chelsea. The fifth
floor at 240 is occupied by A. P. Babcock, a
manufacturer of perfumes, and it was on that
floor that the fire started. It was probably
caused by an explosion of chemicals, according
to Battalion Chief Gooderson.

The fire worked its wav down through the
